The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Note the Rule 
132 Declaration showing that since only the R,R diastereomer IX is cleaved on 
oxidation with Nal0 4 forming enantiomerically pure X, furan Xl(a) is formed in greater 
than 99% ee (i.e. enantiomeric excess) when furan imine X is treated with p-toluene 
sulfonic acid. This is unexpected in view of the teaching of Miao et al where use of R- 
phenylglycinol in Scheme 2 produces a product with a 96% ee.
